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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to a RCE application filed on 09/12/2005. 
Claims 1,2, 13, and 14 are cancelled. Claims 3-12 and 15-30 are pending in the action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3-6, 1 5-1 9, and 27- 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Cited features "said transient analysis and iterative solver algorithms to derive 
acceptable timepoints" are incompletion. In claims 27 and 29, some intermediate steps 
are repeated without clarity. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-12 and 20-26 are allowed over the prior art of record.
